Dear Bruce,
I think much of the unrest among young people 

will stop when we finally get some kind of peace set­ 
tlement in Vietnam.

"Is Vietnam really worth dying for?" is a ques­ 
tion that comes up in various ways in discussions 
among students today.

"If I'm going to die young, 1 want to die for 
something worthwhile." said one boy. "I can't under­ 
stand what's happening."

History alone probably will be the final judge of 
whether the Vietnam conflict really was worthwhile, 
hut the war certainly is one of the most confusing and 
frustrating we have ever fought. The Vietnamese 
prefer guerilla warfare to the more "efficient" ameri- 
can system   in decisive, open battles.

The politics involved is almost beyond under­ 
standing, and confusion among students and adults is 
widespread. They aak:

"Why did we go in there in the first place?" 
"Why don't we get out if we can't win ?" 
"What are we really accomplishing except killing 

people and tearing up the country?"
What it boils down is that many students feel 

their leaders miscalculated and lied to them about the 
war which is teachnically only a "police action." They 
transfer their feelings to adults and the "system" in 
general.

I don't think they are cowardly; 1 think they are 
honestly confused   aa are many adults. They are 
looking for leaders they can trust   and people with
answers.

SACRAMENTO - Another 
gun control bill, tougher than 
any yet seen in the State Legis­ 
lature, is ready for introduction 
next week, if the sponsors can 
find a legislator who will handle 
the measure

The proposed measure Is the 
creature of the California Dis­ 
trict Attorneys and Peace Offi­ 
cers Association It would call 
neither for licensing of gun own­ 
ers, nor registration of guns, but 
would require a fingerprint 
(heck of persons purchasing ei­ 
ther hand-guns, rifles, or shot­ 
guns.

It would also call for dealers 
reports of all gun transactions

THE ASSOCIATION holds, ax 
explained In a recent paper, that 
no evidence has been produced 
indicating there is a direct rela­ 
tionship between registering or 
licensing firearms, and the re­ 
duction of crimes committed by 
the use of firearms

Further, the paper said there 
is no evidence that thse two 
regulatory devices would pre­ 
vent guns from falling into the 
hands either of criminals or per- 
sons who might be con­ 
templating use of firearms for 
committing crimes.

However, the association Is 
having some trouble finding an 
author for the proposed legisla­ 
tion.

THIS IS due to the bitter 
battle of 1M8. during which 
sponsors of gun control legisla­ 
tion failed to secure laws for 
gun registration or licensing 
The battle, some members be­ 
lieve, caused Wlnfleld A. Shoe­ 
maker, assemblyman from San­ 
ta Barbara, to lose his seat In 
the IMS elections

As a result of this rejection by 
voters of a legislator who sought 
infringement on the right of citi 
lens to possess firearms, legis­ 
lators are slightly gun-shy of 
new legislation which would car­ 
ry out at least a part of the 
Shoemaker proposals. In per 
haps a different manner, but 
with virtually the same results

Records of a fingerprint check 
by the California Bureau of 
Criminal Identification, and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
not only for hand-guns but rifles 
and shot-guns as well, would In 
effect be a partial system of gun 
registration, covering all future 
transactions concerned with the 
acquisition of firearms

MOVES BY sportsmen's 
groups and others opposed to 
registration, are already build­ 
ing up In the event the peace 
officer's association finds a leg­ 
islator who l.s brave enough tn 
carry the measure in the light 
of what happened to former 
Assemblyman Shoemaker

Assemblyman Frank Murphy 
(R-Santa Crus), has Indicated 
he may go so far as to Introduce 
a skeleton measure next week. 
which would have the possibility 
of being worked out in Senate 
and Assembly committees to

satisfy all segments of the pub­ 
lic and at the same time, tightea 
up the laws relating to posses­ 
sion of firearms.

     
THE PEACE officers, how­ 

ever, have many objectionable, 
proposals, which would affect 
dealers as well as the public. 
For instance, they are proposing 
the revocation of permits to car­ 
ry concealed weapons, and the 
prohibition of issuing such per­ 
mits in the future. More author* 
Ity would be granted the peso* 
officers to stop and "frisk" au­ 
tomobiles.

Also, the proposed law would 
prohibit concealing weapons ei­ 
ther on the person, or in a ve­ 
hicle.

Most legislators have come to 
the conclusion that the temper 
of the public is against Imposing 
unnecessary restrictions on gun 
owners, and the concensus is 
that they will not be anxious to 
support this unpopular legisla­ 
tion.
